No State shall make or en- 
torce any law which shall abridge_the privilege or immunities of 
citizens of the United States; nor shall any State deprive any per-

Szo. 2. Representatives shall be apportioned among the’ several 
States according to their .respective numbers, counting the whole 
number of persons in each State, excluding Indians not taxed. But 
when the right to vote at any election for the choice of electors for 
President and Vice-President of the United States, representatives 
in Congress, the executive and, judicial officers of a State, or the 
members of the legislature thereof, is denied to any of the male 
inhabitants of such State being twenty-one years of age, and citi- 
zens of the United States, or in any way abridged, except for parti- 
cipation in rebellion or other crime, the basis of representation 
therein shall be reduced in the proportion which the number of 
such male citizens shall bear to the whole number of male citizens 
twenty-one years of age in such State. 

“SEC. 3. No person shall be a Senator or Representative in Con- 
gress, or elector of President and Vice-President, or holdany office, 
civil or military, under the United States or under any State, who, 
having previously taken an oath as a member of Congress, or as an 
officer of the United States, or as a member of any State legisla- 
ture, or as an executive or judicial officer of any State, to support 
the Constitution of the United States, shall have engaged in insur- 
rection or rebellion against the same, or given aid or comfort to the 
enemies thereof. But Congress may, by a vote of two-thirds of 
each House, remove such disability. 

“Src. 4. The validity of the public debt of the United States 
` authorized by law, including debts incurred for payment of pen- 
sions and bounties for services in suppressing insurrection or rebel- 
lion, shall not be questioned. But neither the United States nor 
any State shall assume or pay any debt or obligation incurred in” 
aid of insurrection or rebellion against the United States, or any ` 
claim for the loss or emancipation of any slaves, but all such debts, 
obligations and claims shall be held illegal and void. 

“Sec. 5, The Congress shall have power to enforce by appropriate 
legislation the provisions of this Article ;”. therefore 

Ltesolved by the Legislature of West Virginia, That the said pro- 
posed Amendment be, and the same is hereby ratified.

The message of the Governor was read, and on motion of Mr.

The Speaker laid before the House the following communication 
from Daniel Lamb, Codifier of the Laws of the State, accompanied 
by a report of the Code: 


To the Speaker of the House of Delegates of West Virginia : 

I have the honor to report herewith the first part of the pro- 
posed “Code of West Virginia,’ containing that portion of the 
work which relates more immediately to the State and local gov- 
ernments, Three hundred copies have been printed and are at the 
disposal of the Legislature. 

The first one hundred and twenty-eight pages were in print 
before the commencement of the session of 1866. Of course these 
pages do not include the acts of that session applicable to the sub- 
jects which are embraced in them. i 
- Though the part now reported does not contain, in volume, one- 
half.of the proposed Code, yet the most difficult portion of the 
labor has been performed. As to the residue, I can only say that, 
with reasonable health, I expect to complete it during the ensuing 
summer. . 

` No one can be more sensible than Iam of the imperfections of 
the work, and of the necessity of appeahng to your indulgence for 
ite deficiencies. It ought to undergo, in detail, the rigid scrutiny 
of the Legislature before it is made law. 

Please submit it to the Honorable House of Delegates.

20. The ballots shall be counted in the same manner and by the 
same persons as the ballots for township officers are; and as soon 
as the result is ascertained, the inspectors shall sign two certificates 
thereof, to the following effect: ‘‘We, the undersigned, who acted 
as inspectors of the election held at , in the township of 
——, and county of , on the fourth Thursday 
of May, 1867, do hereby certify that, having first been duly sworn, 
we have fairly and-impartially held the said election accord- 
ing to law, and the result thereof is as follows: ‘For Prohibition’ 
votes; ‘Against Prohibition’ votes. Given under our 
hands this the — day of , 1867.”
